WINTER  WHEAT. 

Oar  June  reports  show  an  average  condition  of  winter  wheat  of  94. 
This  is  a  decline  of*  4  per  cent,  compared  with  our  April  showing;  it  is, 
however,  4  per  cent,  better  than  June  1,  1879.  As  the  area  of  winter 
wheat  is  increased  13  per  cent,  the  promise  of  the  yield  June  1  was 
about  one-sixth  larger  than  on  the  same  day  of  the  previous  year. 

The  small  crop  of  New  England  is  10  per  cent,  below  average,  its  de- 
ficit last  year  being  only  6  per  cent.  A  considerable  portion  was  win- 
ter killed.  Drought  retarded  growth  in  several  counties.  The  middle 
States  average  99  against  86  last  year.  The  same  difficulties  were  ex- 
perienced here  as  in  New  England,  but  to  a  smaller  extent.  The  drought 
seems  to  have  been  more  severe  near  the  sea-shore,  as  the  small  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  show  in  their  low  averages.  The  army 
worm  had  not  then  been  noted. 

The  South  Atlantic  States  are  about  one-eighth  below  average,  the 
condition  declining  as  the  latitude  decreases.  While  Maryland  stands 
at  98  Georgia  falls  to  55.  Drought,  rust,  and  insects  are  reported  as 
the  causes  of  this  falling  off  in  the  southern  sections.  The  army- worm 
(Leucania  unipuncta)  was  noted  in  Queeu  Anne,  Maryland,  and  Glouces- 
ter, Virginia,  before  its  late  formidable  appearance  in  New  Jersey.  The 
Hessian  fly  (Cecidomyia  destructor)  is  reported  in  all  these  States.  The 
chinch-bug  {Micropus  Rhyparochromus  leucopterus)  was  very  destructive 
in  Hanover  and  Dinwiddle,  Virginia.  Eorsyth,  North  Carolina,  was 
troubled  with  grasshoppers  (Ccdoptenus  femur-rubrmn).  In  Matthews, 
Virginia,  the  wire- worm  was  destructive,  while  in  Halifax  a  species  of 
Aphis  is  complained  of;  unnamed  insects  were  injurious  in  Middlesex 
and  Page.    Last  year  these  States  were  but  4  per  cent,  below  average. 

The  deficit  of  the  Gulf  States  is  21  per  cent,  against  17  per  cent,  last 
year.  Unfavorable  conditions  have  affected  the  crop  in  many  counties, 
ever  since  spring  opened.  The  injuries  are  mostly  from  rust.  The  Ni- 
caragua wheat  is  highly  spoken  of  in  Brazos  and.  Victoria,  Texas  j  in  the 
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former  it  produced  35  bushels  per  acre,  The  Hessian  fly  and  the  chiuch- 
bug  did  more  or  less  damage  in  several  counties  of  Texas.  In  the  South- 
ern Inland  States  the  crop  is  17  per  cent,  below  average  against  12  per 
cent,  last  year.  Iii  some  counties  the  yield  is  shortened  by  drought ;  in 
others  excessive  rains  have  produced  rust  and  smut.  The  Hessian  fly 
and  the  chinch-bug  have  also  left  their  heavy  marks  upon  the  crop. 

The  great  winter-wheat  regions  north  of  the  Ohio  Eiver  present  a  re- 
markably high  condition,  103  against  95  last  year.  All  the  States  of 
this  section  are  above  average  except  Wisconsin ;  lier  small  crop  aver- 
ages but  6Q,  but  the  total  loss  in  this  State  is  inappreciable  in  the  vast 
aggregates  of  the  other  States.  Yet  in  different  counties  unfavorable 
conditions  of  growth  are  complained  of.  Drought  and  rust  together 
with  Hessian  flies  and  chinch- bugs  are  frequently  complained  of.  The 
army-worm  is  also  mentioned  in  several  counties  as  very  destructive. 

West  of  the  Mississippi  the  condition  is  15  per  cent,  below  average, 
which,  however,  is  6  per  cent,  better  than  last  year.  The  same  injuries, 
organic  and  meteorological,  are  noted  here.  The  German  amber  wheat 
from  the  department  was  very  successful  in  St.  Francois,  Missouri.  The 
Pacific  States  report  a  condition  above  average  as  they  did  last  year. 

SPEIXG  WHEAT. 

Area. — The  acreage  in  spring  wheat  is  about  equal  to  that  of  last 
year.  The  small  area  in  the  New  England  States,  in  New  York,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  Ohio  has  fallen  off  about  1  per  cent.  Of  the  great  spring- 
wheat  States,  Wisconsin  fell  off  12  per  cent.,  Iowa  12  per  cent.,  Illinois 
7  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  California  increased  12  per  cent.,  Ne- 
braska 9,  and  Minnesota  1  per  cent. ;  Michigan  increased  3  per  cent.  A 
large  amount  of  new  land  in  the  Territories  was  put  in  spring  wheat, 
almost  enough  to  counterbalance  the  decrease  in  the  older  portions  of 
the  country.  Including  winter  and  spring  wheat  the  increase  in  acreage 
amounts  to  about  9  per  cent, 

Condition. — The  condition  of  the  crop  averages  about  97,  ranging 
from  51  in  Kansas  to  116  in  California.  In  the  trans-Mississippi  region 
south  of  Minnesota  the  crop  was  subjected  to  a  variety  of  adverse  influ- 
ences, springing  from  causes  both  organic  and  inorganic.  East  of  the 
Mississippi  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast  couditions  of  growth  were  far  more 
favorable. 

The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop,  both  winter  and  spring,  was  some- 
what better  than  last  year  on  the  1st  day  of  June.  If  conditions  of 
growth  do  not  change  to  any  considerable  extent,  the  promise  of  the 
crop  of  1880  is  about  oiie-twelffch  better  than  that  of  its  predecessor. 

COTTON. 

The  returns  received  by  this  department  indicate  a  large  increase  in 
the  area  planted  in  cotton;  it  amounts  to  rather  more  than  7  per  cent. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  increase  "by  States  as  compared  with  last 
year:

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The  condition  of  the  plant  is  also  much  higher  than  at  the  same  time 
in  1879,  and  is  an  average  this  season  of  99  against  96  last  season  (see 
table).  There  is  some  complaint  of  dry  and  cold  weather  in  North  Car- 
olina ;  consequently  the  crop  is  some  two  weeks  late  there.  In  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Alabama  the  stand  is  reported  very  good  and 
the  season  propitious.  In  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Mississippi  the  stand 
is  reported  good.  Rains  have  been  abundant  in  all  the  section  border- 
ing on  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

OATS. 

Acreage, — The  acreage  sown  in  oats  shows  an  increase  over  the  one 
sown  in  1879  of  2  per  cent.  The  New  England  States  and  New  York 
have  increased  their  area  some  3  per  cent.  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Maryland,  and  Virginia  have  each  declined  somewhat ;  in  Maryland  the 
decline  is  very  large,  being  16  per  cent.;  in  all  the  other  Atlantic  States 
there  is  an  increase.  The  Gulf  and  southern  inland  States  show  little 
or  no  change  from  last  year.  The  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River,  how- 
ever, have  increased  materially.  Illinois,  with  the  largest  area  in  oats 
of  any  State,  has  increased  3  per  cent.;  Wisconsin  and  Indiana  almost 
the  same.  Minnesota  and  Missouri,  of  those  States  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, have  an  increase ;  the  others  have  decreased. 

Condition. — The  condition  of  the  crop  is  much  better  than  last  year, 
and  is  93  against  81  in  June,  1879.  The  New  England  States,  together 
with  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River,  except  Illinois,  all  report  an 
average  of  over  100.  New  York  reports  an  average  of  96,  while  Penn . 
sylvania  only  87.  The  Middle  and  South  Atlantic  States  all  report  a 
low  average,  and  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Texas,  of  all  the  Gulf 
States,  is  the  only  one  that  reports  above  100. 

The  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  have  an  average  more  than  last 
year  except  Kansas,  where  the  average  is  only  71.  The  general  com- 
plaint  is  drought  in  all  the  Middle  and  South  Atlantic  States,  rust  and 
too  much  rain  an  the  Gulf  and  Southern  States,  and  drought  in  Kansas 
and  Nebraska. 
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EYE. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  a  gradual  reduction  of  the  area  de- 
voted to  this  crop.  Its  condition  Juue  1  averaged  95  against  91  last 
year.  The  present  promise  of  the  crop  is  about  equal  in  aggregate  pro- 
duction to  that  of  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  reduced  acreage.  The 
States  in  which  the  condition  is  full  average  or  above  are  Maine,  Mas- 
sachusetts, Ehode  Island,  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  California, 
and  Oregon.  The  Xew  England  and  Middle  States  average  over  95; 
the  small  crop  of  the  South,  about  91 :  north  of  the  Ohio  River,  95  :  west- 
of  the  Mississippi,  75:  Pacific  coast,  100.  The  same  influences  that  un- 
favorably affected  the  wheat  crop  in  different  sections  are  also  noted  in 
the  rye  crop. 

BARLEY. 

Acreage. — The  area  in  barley  decreased  about  10  per  cent,  compared 
with  last  year.  The  failing  off  is  especially  marked  in  the  West  and  on 
the  Pacific  coast.  Xew  England  and  the  Middle  States  reduced  their 
area  about  2  per  cent. :  north  of  the  Ohio,  about  5  per  cent. :  west  of  the 
Mississippi  and  Pacific,  about  12  per  cent.  The  Southern  crop  is  in- 
significant. 

Coxditiox. — The  average  condition  June  1  was  99  against  91  in  1879, 
and  102  in  1878.  Xew England  was 2  per  cent,  above  average:  the  Mid- 
dle States,  5  per  cent,  below  ;  north  of  the  Ohio  River,  1  per  cent,  below; 
west  of  the  Mississippi,  16  per  cent,  below  j  Pacific  coast,  10  per  cent, 
above. 

CLOVER. 

The  acreage  of  clover  shows  no  very  material  change  from  last  year, 
the  only  change  being  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  cotton-growing  States 
and  on  the  Pacific  slope.  The  condition  is  low  for  all  the  country,  ex- 
cept in  the  Xew  England  and  Gulf  States  and  the  Pacific  coast.  In  the 
States  of  ^ew  York,  Wisconsin,  and  Iowa,  many  complaints  are  made 
of  winter  killing,  but  the  general  complaint  is  the  protracted  drought. 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Xew  Jersey,  and  Maryland,  together  with 
Iowa,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska  in  the  West,  have  been  the  greatest  suf- 
ferers from  this  cause. 

FRUIT. 

The  prospect  of  a  good  fruit  season  is  very  favorable.  The  frosts  of 
April  and  May  did  much  damage  in  the  Middle  and  South  Atlantic 
States,  but  in  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  and  west  of  the  Mississippi 
the  season  has  been  propitious. 

Apples. — The  average  is  above  100  in  all  the  Xew  England  States, 
and  99  in  New  York :  it  is  above  100  in  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio, 
except  Ohio  and  Indiana  where  the  average  is  98.  In  all  other  sections 
the  crop  is  reported  as  fair,  and  nowhere  a  failure. 

Peaches. — Late  frosts  in  April  and  May  did  much  damage  in  all  the 
Atlantic  States  south  of  2s  ew  York,  but  still  there  is  promise  of  a  crop 
sufficient  for  use.  In  the  Western  States  the  crop  is  above  average  and 
promises  an  enormous  yield. 
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CORX 


Acreage. — As  was  anticipated  from  the  large  increase  in  the  area 
sown  in  wheat,  the  area  planted  in  corn  shows  but  little  increase  from 
that  planted  last  year.  The  increase  is  less  than  1  per  cent,  for  the 
whole  country.  The  Kew  England  and  Middle  States  show  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  2  per  cent.,  the  South  Atlantic  States  decline  about  2 
per  cent.,  the  Gulf  and  Southern  inland  States  retain  about  the  same 
area.  The  great  corn  producing  States  bordering  on  and  north  of  the 
Ohio  Eiver  show  a  decline  of  4  per  cent.,  while  the  States  west  of  the 
Mississippi  and  on  the  Pacific  coast  show  a  large  increase  of  from  6  to 
9  per  cent. 

Condition. — The  average  condition  of  the  crop  for  the  whole  country 
is  the  highest  for  many  years,  and  is  100  against  93  in  1879,  and  95  in 
1878.  The  returns  from  !New  England  show  a  very  high  condition  every- 
where )  in  the  Middle  and  South  Atlantic  States  there  is  some  com- 
plaint of  drought,  particularly  of  the  late  planted  in  North  and  South 
Carolina,  but  the  Gulf  and  Southern  inland  States  report  an  average  of 
over  100  ;  in  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  and  west  of  the  Mississippi 
Eivers  there  is  complaint  of  too  much  rain  at  planting,  but  at  the  date 
of  returns  the  weather  was  favorable  and  the  prospect  never  better, 
and  the  average  condition  is  100.  On  the  Pacific  slope  the  returns  are 
equally  cheering,  and  the  condition  is  99.

WINTER  WHEAT. 

The  condition  of  winter  wheat  averaged  95  against  91  in  1879,  and  101 
in  1878.  It  is  a  slight  improvement  on  the  June  average,  which  was  94. 
The  average  as  reported  April  1  was  98,  the  same  as  last  year,  which 
shows  that  so  far  the  crop  has  not  fallen  off  in  condition  to  the  same 
extent  as  in  1879.  The  small  crop  of  the  New  England  States  is  10 
per  cent,  below  average ;  owing  to  the  heavy  loss  in  Vermont,  where,  in 
addition  to  winter  killing,  spring  drought  is  complained  of.  The  Mid- 
dle States  report  a  crop  3  per  cent,  above  average  in  spite  of  drought 
and  insect  ravages  in  some  counties.  The  Hessian  fly  is  noted  in  Gen- 
esee, New  York,  and  Northampton,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  army- worm 
in  Suffolk,  New  York,  Cape  May,  New  Jersey,  and  Kent,  Delaware. 
The  general  conditions  in  this  section  have  been  quite  favorable. 

The  South  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Southern  island  States  all  report  a 
heavy  depreciation  in  their  crops ;  the  only  State  south  of  the  Ohio 
Eiver  showing  a  full  average  is  West  Virginia.  This  whole  section  will 
fall  off  nearly  one  fourth  on  the  whole.  The  general  complaint  is  either 
drought  or  rust.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  a  few  counties  note  injuries  from 
insects,  but  the  extent  of  the  damages  from  this  source  does  not  appear- 
to  be  very  great. 
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The  great  winter  wheat  region  north  of  the  Ohio  River  shows  a  com- 
paratively high  condition,  98  against  101  in  1879.  Illinois  fell  short  7 
per  cent.,  but  Ohio  and  Indiana  were  considerable  above  average.  Many 
local  complaints  of  injuries  from  organic  and  inorganic  causes  are  re- 
ported, but  the  general  tone  of  the  crop  is  high. 

West  of  the  Mississippi  the  crop  fell  off  one-sixth,  being  but  81  against 
89  last  year.  Missouri,  the  great  winter-wheat  State  of  this  region,  is  7 
per  cent,  short  ;  Kansas  27  per  cent.  Minnesota,  Iowa,-  and  Nebraska 
present  low  averages,  but  their  growth  of  winter  wheat  is  too  small  to 
greatly  affect  the  general  result.  The  general  complaint  is  drought. 
On  the  Pacific  coast  Oregon  reports  101.  The  crop  of  California  is 
generally  classed  as  spring  wheat. 

SPEIXG  WHEAT. 

Spring  wheat  averages  91,  the  same  as  July  1879:  this  shows  a  decline 
-of  6  per  cent,  during  the  month  of  June.  Xorthern  New  England  ranges 
up  to  99.  The  few  counties  of  N~ew  York  and  Pennsylvania  reporting 
this  crop  average  93;  Wisconsin,  98  •  Minnesota,  101;  Iowa,  91 ;  Ne- 
braska, 62.  As  the  season  advanced  the  growing  conditions  appear  to 
have  been  less  favorable  to  wheat  growth,  especially  in  the  great  spring- 
wheat  States.  Atmospheric  causes,  together  with  the  ravages  of  insects, 
are  noted  in  different  parts  of  our  spring-wheat  region.  At  present, 
however,  the  prospect  of  this  portion  of  our  wheat  crop  is  fully  as  fa- 
vorable as  last  year.

Piscataquis :  All  late-sown  grain  shows  the  effects  of  drought.

Better  yield  than  anticipated;  quality  good.  Nemaha  :  Prospects  of  all  crops  reduced 
by  drought.

Calaveras  :  Considerable  damage 
to  spring-sown  by  a  worm  boring  into  the  straw,  killing  the  ears  and  causing  them  to 
turn  white,  and  giving  grain  fields  a  speckled  appearance.  Fresno  :  Heavy  winds' 
damaged  it  to  an  alarming  extent.  Siskiyou  :  One  mouth  behind  ;  late  and  cold  spring. 
San  Joaquin:  Injured  by  dry  north  winds,  destroying  all  that  was  in  the  milk;  yield 
will  be  reduced  one-half,  and  all  will  be  more  or  less  shrunken.  Solano  :  Suffered 
severely  from  north  winds;  yield  will  be  fair  and  quality  second  rate.  Stanislaus: 
Good  yield  and  quality  ;  5  per  cent,  of  crop  was  blasted  by  north  winds  while  in  milk; 
increased  acreage  will  give  an  excess  in  bushels  over  last  year's  crop. 

Oregon. — Marion  :  Growing  finely.     Taw  Hill :  Looking  well. 

OOTTOK 

The  returns  to  the  department  show  aD  increase  in  the  condition  of 
cotton  since  June.  The  condition  is  reported  at  100,  being  the  highest 
reported  in  July  since  several  years,  and  7  per  cent,  higher  than  at  the 


same  time  in  1879. 
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There  are  some  complaints  of  drought  which  affects  the  late  planted 
in  Xorth  and  South  Carolina,  but  in  all  the  other  States  there  have  been 
abundant  rains;  rather  too  much  in  Mississippi  and  Arkansas. 

The  stand  of  cotton,  however,  for  the  whole  belt  is  very  good,  and  is 
somewhat  earlier  than  last  year. 
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Insect  injuries  are  not  noted  to  any  extent,  although  in  a  few  coun- 
ties they  are  reported.  The  following  extracts  from  correspondence  are 
given  : 

North  Carolina.—  Wayne:  In  danger  from  drought.  Bertie:  At  least  one-half  did 
not  come  up  before  the  8th  of  June ;  bad  stand,  owing  to  dry  weather.  Harnett :  Did 
not  come  up  well,  owing  to  drought;  where  it  came  up  in  time,  is  very  promising. 
Johnston  :  Looks  promising ;  a  great  deal  of  the  crop  not  up  yet,  owing  to  dry  weather. 
Mecklenburg  :  In  good  condition.  Franldin  :  Late  planted  was  slow  coming  up  and 
is  small;  early  planted  looking  better  than  for  several  years.  Gaston:  In  fine  con- 
dition ;  continued  dry  weather  is,  however,  making  a  test  of  its  thirst  endurance. 
Anson  :  Early  planted  good;  late  planted  very  poor.  Bladen:  Looking  unusually 
well.  Cumberland:  Looking  extra  tine;  blooms  seen  on  June  15.  Chowan:  Yerj 
small  and  much  of  it  will  not  come  up  until  it  rains.  Edgecombe  :  Early  planted  very 
good;  late,  inferior.  Cedes:  The  early  planted  at  least  three  weeks  more  forward 
than  at  this  time  last  year  ;  first  blooms  June  24,  earlier  than  ever  known  before;  late 
planted  very  backward.  Greene:  Early  planted  in  tine  condition;  late,  came  up 
slowly  and  made  bad  stands.  Montgomery :  Backward  on  account  of  cool,  dry  weather. 
Martin:  Never  looked  better  at  this  season.  Robeson:  Condition  fine.  Camden:  In 
some  localities  stand  not  very  good,  but  growth  ten  days  earlier  than  an  average. 
Wilson :  Recent  rains  have  improved  the  prospect.  Pamlico  :  The  most  promising  crop 
ever  known.  Pitt :  Ten  days  earlier  than  ever  known  before.  Wake :  Fine  condition ; 
has  been  kept  clean  at  much  less  expense  than  usual. 

South  Carolina. — Abbeville  :  Well  advanced  in  weed.  Orangeburg  :  Suffering  from 
lice  and  want  of  rain.  Beaufort:  Needs  rain  very  much.  York:  Early  by  ten  days 
and  promising.  Marion :  Growth  checked  by  drought,  but  yield  will  not  be  affected 
if  we  get  rain  soon.  Barnwell:  A  full  average.  Colleton:  Looks  well,  although  the 
drought  is  seA'ere  and  all  other  crops  are  suffering  from  it.  Williamsburg  :  Looking 
finely  and  in  splendid  order.  Fairfield:  Early-planted  and  well-tended  cotton  not  yet 
a  failure,  but  will  be  unless  we  have  rain  soon.  Georgetown  :  June  hot  and  dry,  which 
injured  cotton  some.  Laurens  :  A  little  checked  in  growth  by  dry  weather,  but  look- 
ing very  well ;  clean  as  to  culture,  and  with  favorable  season  will  yield  a  large  crop  ; 
labor  has  been  exceptionally  good.  Lexington  :  Has  suffered  less  than  any  other  crop 
from  drought  and  j>romises  well.  Edgefield:  Though  much  smaller  than  if  June  had 
been  seasonable,  can  yet  yield  very  abundantly. 

Georgia. — Clay  :  Grassy,  and  labor  scarce  and  higher  than  ever  before.  Muscogee: 
Growing  slowly,  owing  to  dry  weather.  Sumter :  Very  dry  throughout  June,  and  one 
week  so  cold  that  cotton  turned  yellow  and  shed  bottom  leaves.  Warren  :  Doing  well ; 
no  disease  or  worms.  Fulton  :  Came  up  thickly  and  bloomed  two  days  earlier  than 
last  year.  Laurens  :  Weather  dry,  but  cotton  healthy  and  stand  good,  although  small. 
Milton  :  Doing  well  at  present ;  some  bloom  as  early  as  June  16,  ten  days  earlier  than 
usual.  Carroll :  Looking  well ;  first  bloom  June  19,  ten  days  earlier  than  last  year. 
Cobb:  Looks  better  than  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year;  blooms  two  weeks  earlier 
than  ever  known.  Gwinnette :  Larger  than  last  year  and  in  medium  condition  ;  blooms 
from  four  to  six  days  earlier  than  usual.  Jefferson :  Drought  serious,  and  should  it 
■continue  will  cause  much  damage.  Dawson  :  Some  complaint  of  rust ;  has  not  suffered 
much  from  drought.  Early:  Fields  clean  and  crop  good.  Lincoln:  Suffering  from 
drought,  and  crop,  though  clean,  has  almost  suspended  growth.  Putnam  :  Small,  but 
•clean  and  healthy  ;  rain  very  much  needed.  Taliaferro:  Severe  drought,  and  unless 
we  have  rain  soon  crop  will  be  materially  cut  off.  Terrell :  Pienty  of  rain  in  some  sec- 
tions and  in  others  very  dry  ;  indications  are  that  the  crop  will  be  small.  Thomas: 
Seasons  fine  ;  never  better  crop  in  this  county.  Wilkes  :  Not  yet  injured  by  drought ; 
labor  to  cultivate  crop  scarce  and  wages  high.  Wilkinson  :  Suffering  for  want  of  rain . 
Hart :  Acreage  large  ;  crop  fine  and  at  least  ten  days  earlier  than  last  year.  Quitman  : 
Growth  stopped  by  drought,  but  crop  not  injured  any.  Dooly  :  Damaged  very  little 
\ij  the  recent  drought:  the  late  rains  will  soon  bring  it  all  right  again. 
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Florida. — Leon:  Doing  well,  but  rather  backward  on  account  of  late  spring;  a 
few  caterpillars  have  been  seen.  Washington:  Condition  better  than  this  time  last 
year.  Hamilton:  Splendid.  Gadsden:  Injured  vastly  since  last  report.  Hernando: 
Good;  no  worms  yet.  Madison:  Looking  well;  some  complaints  of  rust.  Marion: 
Universal  complaint  of  bad  stands.  Putnam  :  Will  not  be  over  half  a  crop  made  un- 
der most  favorable  season,  owing  to  bad  seed  and  heavy,  continued  rains.  Suwannee : 
Good,  as  is  also  the  spirits  of  the  planters. 

Alabama. — Bibb:  Cotton  that  has  been  worked  looks  well;  labor  is  scarce,  and 
farmers  are  behind  considerably  with  the  crop  on  account  of  grass.  Morgan:  Suffer- 
ing some  for  want  of  rain.  Macon  :  Injured  by  grass  and  rain.  Crenshaw :  Doing  well 
and  acreage  largely  increased.  Dale:  Acreage  increased,  and  condition  the  best  I 
ever  saw ;  twenty  days  earlier  than  ever  before  ;  cotton-fly  present,  but  no  damage  as 
yet.  Lee:  Smaller  than  usual  and  later  by  eight  or  ten  days;  fruiting  well.  Pike: 
Prospects  never  more  promising.  Butler :  Acreage  reduced  since  June  1  by  too  much 
rain,  causing  crop  to  be  overrun  with  grass  and  weeds.  Pickens:  Portions  of  county 
have  been  entirely  too  wet  for  cotton.  Baldwin :  Late,  but  healthy  and  pretty  clean. 
Conecuh:  Ten  to  fifteen  days  earlier  than  last  year;  plant  looking  well,  but  grass  and 
weeds  are  abundant;  have  never  known  labor  so  scarce  at  this  season  of  the  year,  and 
it  is  out  of  the  question  to  get  hands  to  keep  crops  clear  ;  plant  growing  well  and  no 
worms  as  yet.  De  Kalb :  Cotton  stands  never  finer  nor  a  better-formed  stalk  ever  seen 
at  this  season  of  the  year.  Marengo :  Season  unfavorable,  but  plenty  of  blooms  and 
forms  where  it  was  worked  out  of  grass,  but  there  are  hundreds  of  acres  where  it  stands 
only  five  or  sis  inches  high.  Saint  Clair:  Earlier  by  one  week  than  last  year  at  this 
time;  more  commercial  fertilizers  used  this  year  than  ever  before.  Bullock:  Below 
an  average,  but  clean  and  growing  finely.  Hale :  Late  rains  are  injuring  the  prospect 
in  some  localities,  and  apprehensions  are  entertained  of  the  early  appearance  of  cater- 
pillars.    Cleburne:  Fine  for  the  season. 

Mississippi. — Amite:  Doing  very  well  and  outlook  favorable.  Newton:  Better  con- 
dition than  usual.  Yazoo:  Growing  well,  though  badly  on  grass.  Yalobusha:  Ten 
per  cent,  less  planted  than  usual.  Lafayette  :  Clear  of  weeds  and  grass,  and  the  rains 
seasonable.  Madison:  Too  much  rain;  although  ten  to  fifteen  days  late,  is  looking 
well ;  labor  good,  and  where  there  has  not  been  too  much  rain  the  growth  is  rapid. 
Bolivar :  June  too  wet  and  cotton  grassy,  but  with  ten  days  dry  weather  can  be  put 
in  good  condition  without  any  appreciable  damage  to  the  crop.  Benton:  A  pro- 
tracted spell  of  wet  weather  threatens  much  injury;  no  pests  yet.  Carroll:  Culture 
good,  plant  healthy  and  vigorous,  but  too  much  rain  in  some  sections.  Choctaw : 
Prospects  very  flattering  just  now.  Copiah, :  Looks  fine  where  well  worked,  but  is 
generally  small  and  behind  the  season.  Jasper  :  Clean,  well  worked,  and  in  condition 
good.  Jefferson. :  Looks  promising  where  well  worked,  but  planters  are  two  weeks 
behind,  owing  to  excessive  rains;  stands,  however,  are  good  and  the  crop  an  average 
one  in  appearance.  Neosho:  Very  fine,  generally  clean,  and  growing  fast;  bids  fair 
for  an  unusually  large  crop.  Sharkey :  The  line  pjrospect  of  May  blighted  by  ex- 
cessive rains ;  a  great  deal  abandoned  to  grass  aiid  weeds  and  irredeemable ;  know- 
ing, however,  the  vitality  and  recuperative  powers  of  the  crop,  I  have  put  it  higher 
than  the  facts  really  warrant.  Tishom  ingo :  Beginning  to  rust  earlier  than  ever  known 
before;  10  per  cent,  more  planted  ;  laborers  never  worked  better.  Covington:  Prospect 
promising  for  a  good  average  crop.  Holmes  :  Incessant  rains  have  caused  rust  and 
much  shedding  of  leaves,  forms,  and  bolls.     Lowndes  :'  A  full  average  condition. 

Louisiana. — Bienville  :  Looks  well,  but  grave  fears  are  entertained  as  to  the  worm, 
which  has  already  made  its  appearance  in  some  localities.  Concordia:  Seriously  in- 
jured by  an  overflow ;  cut-worm  and  locusts  doing  some  damage  to  young  cotton.

Bichland :  Promising  :  no  complaints  of  worms  as  yet. 

Texas. — Bowie:  Season  the  most  advantageous  for  years.  De  Witt:  Worms,  but 
no  damage.  Kan/man:  Promising.  Morris:  Area  larger  and  condition  about  the 
same  as  this  time  last  year.  Titus :  Very  fine  for  the  season;  worms  reported  in  some 
sections  of  the  county.  Fpshur :  Beginning  to  bloom;  appearances  are  good;  much 
better  than  last  year.  Washington:  Cotton  worms  have  made  their  appearance ;  no 
damage  yet,  but  the  weather  is  showery,  which  it  is  feared  will  make  the  worms  more 
numerous.  Dallas:  Further  advanced  in  growth,  and  condition  better  than  ever 
known.  Harris :  Excessive  rains  have  injured  the  crop  materially,  and  as  many  think 
also  caused  the  worm  to  appear  much  earlier  than  usual,  threatening  great  injury  to 
the  crop.  Trinity :  Has  not  done  well  during  June ;  too  much  rain ;  a  few  acres 
thrown  aside  because  could  not  be  worked.  Waller:  Season  very  wet;  and  if  "  wet 
weather  "  brings  the  worms  we  will  surely  have  them,  although  I  have  seen  none  as 
yet.  Collins  :  Condition  better  than  for  many  years.  Red  River  :  Prospects  good  for 
best  crop  ever  gathered  in  the  county.  Runnels :  Crop  small.  Victoria  :  Prospect 
flattering  ;  the  worms  are  being  destroyed  by  poison.  Rush :  Condition  above  aver- 
age. Comal :  No  signs  of  the  worm.  Harrison  :  Present  outlook  not  favorable  for  a 
lull  crop  ;  nights  cool ;  worm  and  caterpillar  present,  and  running  too  much  to  weed. 
Hill:  Grass-worms  injured  early  planted,  but  the  replant  looks  promising.  Austin: 
Growing  very  rapidly,  owing  to  frequent  rains ;  weed  is  becoming  too  rank,  and  we  need 
dry  weather  now.  Burleson  :  As  good  as  can  be  ;  have  never  seen  a  better  prospect 
during  a  residence  here  of  thirty-three  years.  Fayette :  Much  better  than  an  aver- 
age; area  greater.  Gonzales:  Very  dry  in  some  portions  of  the  county ;  but  where 
the  rains  have  been  plentiful  the  crop  never  looked  more  promising.  Kerr  :  Prospects 
for  a  good  crop  very  flattering.  Houston:  Condition  never  surpassed.  Live  Oak :  For- 
ward and  in  fine  condition ;  free  from  worms,  and  in  some  localities  has  commenced 
to  open.  Folic:  Some  little  damage  from  rains  and  grass.  Wise:  Have  had  good 
rains,  which  will  carry  cotton  to  a  passable  crop.  Ellis  :  Very  fine.  Burnet :  Back- 
ward in  some  localities.  Grayson:  Best  prospect  for  years.  Grimes:  Fifteen  days 
later,  but  in  good  condition.  Xavarro :  Stand  good,  and  growth  well  advanced.  Clay ': 
Looks  very  well,  although  a  little  grassy.  Montague:  Quite  promising.  Xacog  cloches  t 
Have  heard  of  some  signs  of  worms. 

Arkansas. — Clay :  Looking  extremely  fine.  Jackson  :  In  good  condition  and  thriving, 
nicely  under  late  rains.  White:  Weather  dry  in  the  spring,  but  cotton  that  got  a 
stand  looks  well.  Craighead  :  Heavy  rains  have  given  General  Green  advantage  over 
King  Cotton,  and  the  contest  is  not  decided  yet.  Woodruff:  Clean  and  well  advanced^ 
but  stand  not  so  good  as  usual.  Baxter  :  Drought  prevented  early  planting,  and  cot- 
ton is  very  small  for  this  season  of  the  year.  Crawford :  Never  looked  better  at  this 
season.  Fulton  :  Late  getting  a  stand  ;  cold  nights  and  lice  retarded  growth,  but  it  is 
doing  well  now.  Marion  :  The  seed  planted  in  May  was  nearly  a  month  coming  up, 
which  will  shorten  the  crop  some.  Saint  Francis  :  Recovering  some,  but  excessive  rain 
is  causing  too  much  growth  of  weed  and  not  enough  fruit.  Sevier  :  Very  promising. 
Desha :  Very  grassy,  owing  to  rains,  and  many  farmers  have  abandoned  part  of  their 
crop  because  of  the  impossibility  of  overcoming  the  grass. 

Tennessee. — Bedford:  Damaged  by  insects  and  drought..  Bradley:  Better  than 
usual;  one  section  planted  quite  extensively.  Decatur:  Looks  very  well.  Shelby: 
Crop  pretty  clean  and  prospect  flattering.  Gibson :  Looks  fine,  and  is  blooming  and 
boiling  out  nicely.  Rutherford :  Earlier  than  usual  in  blooming;  plant  small  but 
thrifty. 

OATS. 

The  condition  of  the  oat  crop  shows  some  improvement  since  our  June 
report,  and  is  now  96  against  93  in  June.     The  Xew  England  aud  Mid- 
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die  States  report  a  high  condition,  but  from  the  Delaware  to  the  Gulf 
the  condition  is  very  low,  except  in  portions  of  Texas,  where  the  average 
is  high.  Tennessee  reports  only  a  percentage  of  64,  owing  to  drought. 
Kansas  and  -Nebraska,  from  the  same  cause,  report  only  8  4  in  the  former 
and  63  in  the  latter.  In  all  other  sections  of  the  country  the  prospect 
is  good  for  a  full  crop.

Nebraska. — Fillmore :  Thin  on  the  ground  but  are  well  headed.  Hamilton  :  Nearly 
every  piece  of  spring-sown  has  been  plowed  under. 

Oregon. — Yam  Hill :  Looking  well. 

TOBACCO. 

Acreage. — The  returns  for  July  show  the  acreage  as  compared  with 
last  year  as  follows :  In  Massachusetts,  98  per  cent. ;  in  Connecticut,  115 ; 
in  New  York,  101 ;  in  Pennsylvania,  113  ;  in  Maryland,  60 ;  Virginia,  75 5 
North  Carolina,  109 ;  Tennessee,  92 ;  Kentucky,  99;  Ohio,  102;  Indiana, 
S9 ;  Illinois,  99 ;  Wisconsin,  104 ;  and  Missouri,  91.  These  States  raise 
more  than  nine-tenths  of  all  the  tobacco  raised  in  the  country.  The 
States  which  grow  the  bulk  of  the  seed-leaf  tobacco,  viz,  Connecticut, 
New  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  are  increasing  their  product.  Of  States 
producing  shipping,  manufacturing,  and  smoking  tobacco — tobaccos  which 
constitute  nine-tenths  of  all  grown  in  the  United  States — North  Carolina 
alone  shows  an  increase  in  acreage  over  last  year ;  all  others  show  a  de- 
crease, and  which  is  very  heavy  in  Maryland  and  Virginia.  The  decrease 
in  both  these  States  was  caused  by  the  destructive  ravages  of  the  fly  on 
the  plants,  rendering  it  impossible  to  get  them  in  many  localities,  added 
to  a  severe  drought,  which  retarded  planting;  in  fact,  drought  is  reported 
as  very  detrimental  in  all  the  tobacco-growing  States  at  planting  time. 
The  condition  for  the  whole  country  is  but  slightly  below  that. of  last 
year. 

POTATOES. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  area  planted  in  potatoes  in  the  whole 
country,  the  deficits  of  one  State  being  counterbalanced  by  the  increase 
in  another.  The  condition  is  very  favorable,  fully  as  much  so  as  in  1879. 
New  Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  all  the  South  Atlantic 
States  being  rather  below  the  report  of  last  year,  while  the  Western  and 
Southwestern  States  are  above. 

EYE. 

Winter  rye  is  full  average  or  above  in  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Ehode 
Island,  West  Virginia,  Michigan,  and  Minnesota.    Its  lowest  condition, 
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65,  is  fouud  in  Nebraska,  where  it  has  been  subjected  to  the  same  dis- 
asters as  other  cereals.  Spring  rye  is  full  average  or  above  in  Maine, 
North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and 
Iowa.    Its  lowest  condition,  65,  is  in  Kansas. 

BAELEY. 

A  full  average  or  over  is  found  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota, Iowa,  and  California,  Nebraska,  63,  is  lowest  on  the  list.  All  the 
other  States  are  over  90,  except  Kansas,  84. 

WOOL. 

All  the  States  show  a  wool  clip  equal  to  or  greater  than  last  year,  ex- 
cept New  Hampshire,  96 ;  New  Jersey,  99 ;  Florida,  91 ;  and  California, 
99.  Kansas  reports  an  increase  of  42  per  cent.,  Nebraska  of  15  per 
cent.,  South  Carolina  8  per  cent.,  &c.  A  vast  increase  in  the  Territories 
is  indicated,  amounting  to  20  per  cent.,  according  to  our  imperfect  data. 
We  are  afraid  to  hazard  even  a  guess  iu  regard  to  the  rapid  movement 
of  progress  in  the  extreme  West,  but  find  that  there  is  far  more  danger 
in  understating  than  in  overstating  the  case. 

FKUIT. 

Apples. — Fall  average  condition  or  above  is  found  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, 101 ;  Massachusetts,  114  j  Connecticut,  110 ;  Michigan,  111 ;  Illi- 
nois, 100  j  Wisconsin,  109  j  Missouri,  107.  The  minimum  ranges  are 
Florida,  48  j  Georgia  and  Louisiana,  55  ;  Virginia,  76. 

Peaches. — Full  average  or  above  5  in  Massachusetts,  105  5  Connecti- 
cut, 115 ;  Ohio,  100 ;  Michigan,  109  5  Indiana,  104  ;  Illinois,  107  ;  Mis- 
souri, 111.  The  south  ranges  low,  from  25  in  Florida  to  87  in  South 
Carolina.  West  of  the  Mississippi  and  on  the  Pacific  coast  the  condi- 
tion is  also  unflattering. 

Grapes. — Full  average  or  above  ]  inYermont,  100;  Connecticut,  105 $ 
New  Jersey,  101 j  Pennsylvania,  102  :  North  Carolina,  100  ;  Arkansas, 
101 ;  Kentucky,  103  ;  Michigan,  104 ;'  Indiana,- 100 ;  Illinois,  106  ;  Wis- 
consin, 102;  Iowa,  and  Missouri,  105;  California,  108.  The  other  States 
are  nearly  all  above  90.  This  fruit  has  enjoyed  better  conditions  of 
growth  than  either  apples  or  peaches. 
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
